In YIeW of the increasing hoxtility 
against f, Africanite in the United 
State» , the intense discrimination in 
eV” cy avenue of life, the disposition tv 


krind down and oxtracics they 
race, civilly, politically, offi- 
cially, commercially, religionsly, 


industrially and from all of the ord! 
nary pursits of life; the dizp*eriilion to 
disfranchise him by waconstitutional 
enactments in the Sonthern states, the 
lawleoss and ontragcous manner of 
lyaching, destroyiug life aud property, 
less of the law and the blet up- 

on vur civilization becanwn of these 
conditions, renders the situation 
nlarming in the extreme. After the 
progress made by the race and the de- 
mand for vitizeuship, during twenty- 
five years of endeavor, witn the moat 
unpevcedented and marvelons progress 
made in history by any race, we find 
prejudice inteasifted, barriers maulti- 
plied, outrages more numerons and 
discrimination more pronounced.” Ev- 
ery effort to better these conditions 
having failed, from reconstruction nn- 
til toclay, Bishgp Turner undertakes to 
presmt the ouly feasible solntion of 
the yroyiom yet prevented, for which 
he is abused, condemned, maligned 
kad severely criticized, He lays down 
as & basis that this 1s the white man's 
country, conquered, civilized and dom- 
inated by the Anglo-Saxon race, from 
the time of the discorery to the land- 
ing of the Pilgrims and nntil now; that 
its development, growth, wealth, in- 
dustry, meocbanical, moral, religious 
and socml institutions are all owned, 
governed and controlled by the white 
man, whose arrogance aud austerity 
increases with the ponderous develop- 
ment of the conntry, renders the solu- 
tion of the problems more difficnlt day 
by day. The great progress made by 
the race, along the lines of higher cal- 
ture and material worth and the de- 
mand fpr citizenship, after three: de- 
cades of endeavor, we find race preju- 

dice more pronounced than ever. 

He argues that the Negro being 
bronght here as a chattel or slave, 
made by brate force « beast of bur- 
don for centuries, bas engendered the 
spleen and disdain of the dominant 
race, who refuse absolutely to grant to 
bim the rights of political or eivil 
equality, to z8&y nothing of social fra- 
ternity, He insists that freedom and 
enfranchisement have increased the 
difiealty aud the nearer the race ap- 
proaches the white man in intelli- 
gence, civilization, education, worals 
and material worth, the more bitter 
the prejudice, the more awful the dis- 
erimination. To change this condi- 
tion, Bishop Turner contends that a 
change of environment 18 necessSary. 
That the Negro, to gain the respect of 
the white man bere, mnst put himself 
in relation to « conntry where his con- 
dition will be relative to that of the 
white man here, £0 as to demand, reol- 
procity of rights, equality and re- 
spect. He contends that Africa is by 
nature the Fatherland of the African- 
ite, just as America is the whiteman's 
by conquest ant acquired independ- 
ence. Our presence here was forced, 
his voluntary, ours acquired by toler- 
ence, his by acquisition and right of 
inheritance. That our condition here 
in the sight of the white man is hope- 
less without a change of environment 
and condition, His solntion is em1- 
gration back to Africa, & return to 
first principles to the land of our ori- 
gin and do for it what the white man 
*has done for this and force reciproe- 
ity, governmental, commercial, indus- 
trial, civil and political rights, which 
are the only barbingers of social rela- 
tions and absolute bumave equality. 
The Bishop contends further, that 
8ince the white man is respousible for 
the Negro's presence here, and bave 
been the beneficiaries of bis toil aud 
labor for centuries, and since the des- 
patiom of the dominant Saxon, makes 
ths presence of the Africanite bere 1n- 
tolerable, it is his duty to appropriate 
in par the means to relieve the situs- 
tion. One hnodred millions of dol- 
lars, he 8ays, is all that is necessary 


to expatriate himself from this coun-

an vffatic crank, What an argument 
for « race pretending to be intelligent 
aud smart? How contemptible they 
mast appear in the eyes of the white

it be in Cnba, Porto Rics, 
Manila, the bleak aud barren Klon- 
dike, the confines of Africa or the 


North and Sonth Poles, or anywhere 
for enterpries and aggrandizement 
How incapable they mitist appear in 
their contention for equality of rights 
besides this giant Negro intellect, the 
immactikte Turner. 

Africa today is better known and 
far in advance of what America was 
when the Anglo-Saxon came here. 
Thedacilities for travel and otherwise 
are not to bes compared. They did not 
find & race of people with whom they 
could assimilate, or utilize in the de- 
velopment of the rnde forests and min- 
eral domain; but, with Anglo-Saxon 
thrift and daring, they beheld that na- 
tare was prolific with the will todoand 
dis, they carved ont for themselves a 
priceless heritage and an asylnam for 
world, This is what Bishop. Turner 
wonld do with Africa. His plan 1s 80 
feasable and practical to me that 1 
wonder how any intelligent man, wo 
man or child, with any business com- 
prehen$sion at all can fail to ee its 
feasibility,. Let ns analyze it in the 
light of practical business procednre 
and see how absolntely possible 1t is. 

Ws have in the United States an es- 
timated popnlation of $,000,000 of 
Africanites, with wreal estate valuation 
of $5,000,000, easily convertable into 
$300, 000,000, npon which to form an es+- 
timace. Taking into consideration that 
the government mnst be gomewhat in- 
terested in this solntion "and that the 
results- growing out of a practical re- 
alization would 1nnure to its benefit 
rather than to its detriment, it would 
be willing to facilitate, rather than to 
impede snch & movement, as 1s being 
done by the disingennons critics of 
Bishp Turner. 

The appropriation of $100,000, 000, 
in my jadgment, would be abundantly 
s«ufficient to consnmmate the scheme. 
The first thing to be done wonld be av 
investigation. Out of the $100,000, - 
(VO appropriated, take $50,000 for a 
delegation of six men, with their at- 
taches, with intelligence and expert- 
ence, three for West Africa and three 
for South Africa, the Sonth African 
Commission to be led ty Bishop Tur- 
ner and the West African by Bishop 
Grant. This is not only moderate, 
but feasible, and is castomary in our 
country for'any important object at a 
greater ontlay. The investigation in 
West Africa would be easy, since Libe- 
ria could be the basis of operation.” 
The A. M._E. Church having been es- 
tablished in Sonth Africa with 12,000 
intelligent native Africans, that inves- 
tigation would be shorn of its diffien]- 
ties. Let the commission decide upon 
the topography, location, climate, the 
quantity of lands available, commer- 
cial outlets and the concessions to be 
had from native chi#fs and all other 
technical information necessary for 
colonization purposes, making within 
the year a comprehensive and intell}- 
gent report. 'This being done, we are 
ready now to begin the solation of the 
yexed problem. The one hbandred 
million dollars ($100,000, 000), having 
been appropriated by congress with all 
of the necessary safe-guards thrown 
around it, looking to the proper. appli- 
cation of it, the first thing to be done 
is the purchase of five steamships ap- 
propriate for this purpose, which 
conld be easily acquired in foreign 
markets for $125,000, two destined 
for West Africa and three for South 
Africa, Thus equipped, we have care- 
fully estimated that these ships, 
economically managed, could be 
manned and maintained and snpplied 
for $77,777.77 annually, that they would 
carry easily 500 emigrants each, and 
average five trips a year, Here we 
have transportation to Western Africa 
of 5,000 emigrants, and to Southern 
Africa, 7,000 the first year, for the total 
sum of $300,000. We purpose to give 
each emigrant over and above his per- 
s0nal belongings, $109, which is quite 
snfficient for a start in « tropical cli- 
mate. This would amount to $120,000, 
added to the $300,000, would make 
$420,000 for the first year's batch. 
When we consider that two crops of 
corn & year are. poss8ible, one of plan- 
tains and bananas, eddies, yams, and

The 
third YoaF,  ipon the 2ame ratio, wo 
would dopble onr otitptt through the" 
means of transportation or tramp 
*teamships, inclading onr regular 
line npon the same ratio, giving us 
49,500 people in Weast Africa and 
175,900 in South Africa, or « total of 
207,000, at a cost of $20,000, 000 at work 
and self-austaining. Having the money 
at our disposition the fourth year, we 
wonld treble this upon the same 
basis, giving us 137,000 sonls in West 
Africa and 572,000 in Sonth Africa, « 
total of 710,000, at a cost of $83, 000), - 


000, The fifth year we won!ld taks 
out to Went Aﬀrica 33,000 sonls; and 
to Sonth Africa 105,000, npon the 


*ame rates, making & total of 138,000, 
at & cost of $13,940,000, or a grand 
total of $48,000 sonls at a cost of $97, - 
770,000, with fire splendid ships, be- 
longing to the corporation for coasting 
and foreign traſfis. We estimate the 
worth of each emigrant taking out an 
average worth in stnff, over and above 
the amonnts donated, $100, (one hun- 
dred dollars), aggregating $84,800, 000, 
added to our $97,000,000; will give ns 
an invested valuation of $182, 500,000.

What else have we been doing | 
during these five years? Producing 
and consnming. Onr trade with the 
natives in natural prodncts in ex- 
change for commodities have amounted 
to millions of dollars. Our own peo- 
ple have been averaging the second 
year $20 each, the third year $40, the 
fourth year, $50, and the fifth year 
$100, or $250 per capita within the 
five years. Having 1,000,000 people, 
whoss earnings will have aggregated 
210,000, 000, a4lded to onr $182, 500, 000, 
will make the vast amount of $397, - 
000,000, over and above onr revenne 
laws, for the maintenance of the gov- 
ernments, We will demand one dol- 
lar ($1.00) per capita during the five 
years, and $1.00 each year thereafter. 
For emigration purposes we will have 
on band an emigrant fund, at the end 
of five years, amonuting to $150,000, 000 
one-third more than we started out 
with from the United States govern- 
ment to begin the second five years' 
operation. 

Having establisched commercial re- 
lations with the United States and the 
civilized world, we will be in a posi- 
tiowto defend our international rights 
against any other foreign power with 
colonial establishments in Africa, upon | 
the same platform of comity, existing 
between the sovereign $states in North 
and Sonth America. Being, by racial 
affinity, kindred to the 200,000,000 of 
natives that wonld come under our 
civilizing influences, the future could 
not be estimated. From snch astand- 
point, which cau by no means be con- 
sidered Utopian in the light of what 
is now passing, nnless we doubt our 
ability to govern. Spain, France, 
Italy, Germany and Portngal are doing 
this in Africa, why cannot we under 
the fostering care of the American 
government, who have no use for us 
here? I would ask the most skeptical 
eritic of Bishop Turner, what would 
be the possibilities in 25 years? Inter- 
states would be formed within the 
borders of the two republics. The 
West and South African governments 
wonld centralize after the system of 
the United States government. A 
president wonld be elected for the 
whole territory, with a Congress and 
Cabinet. Within fifty years it would 
be the second republic npon the face 
of the globe. The five or six million 
of Negroes, who would be content to 


live here, would hecome respect- 
ed, because of the great Af- 
rican Confederation, and the race 


problem would be solved. This is 
Bisbop Turner's solution, as I under- 
stand it. It is the only practical soln- 
tion. Tt is easy of operation, and, if 
not now, will eventually be operated. 
He has planted the seed of absolute 
liberty for the Negro, and it will grow. 
The African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, because of conditions, is des- 
tined to be the vehicle which will set 
in motion this great wheel of human 
liberty. When we will have elected 
another president as liberal toward the 
Negro as President Cleveland was,

The New York Age of March 23rd 
contains an article under the caption 
of "Stranded in New York,” which 
among many other things says, that 
« hnndred and fonr colored perzons 
from Oklahoma landed in Jerzey City 
enronte to Africa or Liberia and they 
had not the wherewith to proceed 
farther. He *ays they are the dupes 
of Bishop Turner. He regards them 
in an awfnl predicament and pitches 
into the International Migration 5S0- 
ciety of Birmingham, Ala., without 
wasting time and paper. Tommy 
knows he pablishes an nntrath, We 
bave mot been in Oklahoma for years and 
years, We have neither «een nor cor- 
responded with these people, nor has 
any one told him #0, We knew noth- 
ing about them being there, till we 
read it in the Age, and as for the In- 
ternational Migration Society, while 
we have nothing to do with it beyond 
commending the enterprise, we are 
frank to «ay, the men at the head of 
the movement, are honorable, trust- 
worthy and reliable. The prevident 
and secretary of the society have been 
to Liberia, traversed its bills, valleys 
and jungles and bave vent two or 
three «hiploads already, and they are 
no strangers to the conntry, and they 
stand prepared to send a ship at any 
moment a sufflcient number are ready 
to go to warrant the socitety in fitting 
out a «hip. 

Turner has not duped the people. 
He is no emigration agent. He never 
took five cents in his life from any 
one as pay to go to Liberia, and knew 
no more about the people referred to 
by Fortnne than the man in the moon. 
When Turner speaks abont Africa he 
sIimply ventilates bis sontiments and 
opinions as an individual, which he 
has as mnch right to do as Tommy. 
And if the fool Negroes who are 
stranded in Jerxey City allowed zome 
irresponsible party to go through Okla- 
homa and get money from them and 
fool them off to New York, they have 
gotten what they deserve for having 
no sense; but as they are there, we 
are glad of it; they had better be 
stranded in Jersey City and New York 
than to be stranded from a limb of a 
tres or burnt, or shot, as they are 
doing in that section almost daily, I 
wish enongh of Negroes wonld go to 
New York to pack the streets and tell 
their tals of woe for themselves and 
compel this government or some 
power to furnish ships to get them 
away. While we had nothing to do 
with it, we believe their presence there 
is providential. If it requires stranded 
Negroes by the hnndreds in New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston to tell 
their own Sad story to arouss this 
eountry, let them go, not only by hun- 
dreds but by thonsands.

And the 
poor oreatures can do nothing for 
themselves but run, and that is what 
the stranded men and women are 
doing in Jersey City. 

We are fast reach ing the conclusion 
that the best thing that conld be done 
for the race would be to hang a lot of 
these s0-called big Negroes, to silence 
their ignorant tongues. The worthless 
honnds stand around and fight African 
emigration, oppose asking congress 
for at appropriation to help snch as 
have manhood enongh to leave the 
bloody country, and they do not sng- 
gest «a single remedy for the terror- 
stricken people. These big Negroes 
are Sitting aronnd_in_some..city .aud 
parading their finely dressed carcasses 
and they care no more about the con- 
dition of the great mass of our race 
than « buzzard. We have just been on a 
tour through the conntry, ont through 
the woods and ht.ve been made to weep 
repeatedly, and we have wished we 
could dis to get rid of the tales ot woe 
that have been told in onr ears, and 
while we are no African emigration 
agent, we believe in it, we enderse it, 
and we believe every man to be afflict- 
ed with idiocy who opposes it. What 
does Fortune know about the condi- 
tion of our race, sitting np there in 
New York? He was born and raised 
sonth, why does he not come home 
and try to help our poor people, if he 
does not want them to go to Africa? 
In the name of God, come and tell ns 
what to do. From four to seven 
thousand in the penitentiary of every 
State, and not one convicted by & jury 
of their own race or tried before a 
jadge of his own color. Snppose that 
was reversed, and we conld try and 
convict that many white people, they, 
would shake the world, mnch less the 
natiov. But T. Thomas Fortune says 
by his doctrine, thet is all right. 
Tske your eas6 and be happy. Just 
as well talk about being happy in 
hades.

For zeveral years ome of onr igno- 
ravt ministry _ been raizing the 
proposition of the General Conference 
making our trustees members of the 
Quarterly Conference, like the M. E. 
Church and the M. E:. Chnrch Sonth, 
and thereby raise a storm thronghont 
our connection, The fnazes and 
wrangles we now have are not enongh, 
they want to raise another devil that 
will «hake the very foundations of our 
connection, The M. E. Charch and 
the M. FE. Church Sonth both elect 
trustees of their several churches by 
their respective Quarterly Confer- 
ences, and beyond the Quarterly Con- 
ferences nobody has jurisdiction over 
them. But it is different with tho A. 
M. E. Church. With ns the mem- 
bers elect the trustees, the men and 
women both have the right to vote, 
and the trustees * feel rexponnible to 
the membership for their conduct and 
good behavior, unless some charge of 
immorality or miscondnet is alleged 
against them, then trial committees 
«nd the Quarterly Conference may 
step in, or either of them, according 
to the gravity of the offense. Now, to 
make trustees members of onr Quar 
terly Conferences, they mnst be respon- 
sible to the Quarterly Conferences, as 
are The trustees of the M. E. Church 
or the M. E. Church South. To do 
this you mnst deprive the lay member- 
«hip of the right of electing their 
trusteecs, and the moment the General 
Conference does it & howl, bable, 
wrangle, charge of tyranny and a 
great fnss will be aronsed from one 
end of the church to the other. For 
if the trustees are members of the 
Quarterly Conference they mnst be 
responsible to the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, and they cannot be as long as 
they are elected by the people. Bo we 
trust the men of zenre will let that 
question rest, nnless they desire 4 
tidal wave of fass and wrangle.

We visited Selma, Als., a fow days 
ago and spent some time in the edito- 
rial office of Mrs. Sara J. Duncan, the 
editor of The Mizsionary Searchlight, 
the organ of the Women's Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society aud the 
women in general of our church and 
race, for we believe it is the only 
newspaper medinm of the colored Is- 
dies of the United States. We were 
favorably strack with the neatness 
and order of the editorial office, quite 
differently from men, who generally 
bave papers lying around, everything 
out of order and topsy-turvy. Bat 
women are $0 nsed to neatness and 
house order avd cleanliness that up to 
the present the editorial rooms are 
sharing the benefits of this female ar- 
rangement, which appears to be an 
instinct. 

Mrs. Duncan informed ns that the 
paper was in great demand and it was 
almost impossible to calcnlate in ad- 
vance what number would be requir- 
ed, to supply her patrons till the next 
is8ne. She has great faith in the wo- 
men making *'Tauz Szakcnuticut” a 
8nccess, Sbe says, however, that sev- 
erat of the preachers to whom lis 
sends copies to be given ont to the 
ladies for them to dispose of, to help 
sustain the paper, and scatter intelli- 
gence among the same, are allowed to 
lie in their offices; and in her lang- 
nage are too nnconcerned to call at- 
tention to them, but in out language, 
the lazy honnds are too sloven and 
worthless to speak about them and let 
the women know the papers are there. 
They are no more fit to be the hnsband 
of a wife and the pastor of a church, 
than a hog, is to- be president of a 
college. What under the heaven they 
ever entered the Ministry for, nnless 
it was to stultify the Charch and keep 
the race back from progress and en- 
lightenment, we cannot zee. The next 
General Conference should make the 
crime of laziness punisbable with ex- 
pnlsion. The law should read in this 
wise: Any of our Pastors, Ministers 
and Preachers, who are found to be 
lazy, sloven, careless and negleetfnl of 
daty, shall immediately be expelled.” 
We have abont come to the conclusion 
that laziness is one of the grossest 
unmoralities that the Africanite can 
be guilty of. Mrs. Duncan, on the 
other hand, however, is elated with 
the illustrious names of a number of 
Ministers, whom, she Says, are doing 
all they can to help with the paper;

a very foolish thing to thus dally and 
tamper with the financial interews of 
a great and good institution as the A. 
M, E. Chureb. It is not only folſy, 
it is disloyalty, it is a sin! Woe are not 
being faithful to the trust the people 
have pnt into our hands and which 
they s0 heartily snpport. The $ecre- 
tary, in his experience, #honld be 
efficient in his judgment, as fo 
the various demands made npon 
his department, —and - some of 
them are not only remarks- 
ble but extravagant, read the reports 
of expenditnres. His experiences 
*hould stand him in good stead, 
conpled with bis knowledge of the va- 
rious and necessary expenses in order 
to be able to stand up in the Financial 
Board and be able to give them the 
benefit of his counsel and direct their 
appropriations. He shonld be kept 
there long enough to have a correct 
financial system, not a0 mnuch as to 
quantity of money, but the qualifies- 
tion to nse money, The gueetion 
with him first and last shon!ld be, not 
that which men demand, but that 
which the charch, through her depart 
ment has ordered and able to stand. 
He should feel end know his responst- 
bility and live np to it. . Let the sec- 
retary, whoever he may be, learn that 
there are other things to do beside 
travening over the country and catting 
for more money, thongh he rarely ad- 
dresses the people who contribute. He 
is getting plenty of that just now; tye 
people are giving freely, more 50 than 
any other kindred organization under 
si\milar conditions, and when it is dis- 
tributed it should be a jndicions dis- 
tribation. 

Let the Genera! Conference take 
this important matter in hand and 
s0berly legislate thereon, require A 
closer application to bnsiness by the 
servant of that department, or let the 
conferences do their own financiering, 
they once did it and can do it again.

THE BLESSINGS OF HEALTH 
AND HOW TO PRESERVE IT. 


A Subject the Colored People 
Should Stady. 


Good health is the essential of long 
life and we can't retain it unless we 
put into execution snch care and re- 
quirements essential to good health. 
We are wholly responsible to God for 
the treatment of our bodies, and it is 
our indispenfable daty to s0 conduct 
onr daily habits as to insure our 
badies healthy. 

Bacteriology teaches that microbes 
are disease germs, giving* rise to all 
kinds of disease. Withont them we 
would have no disease, but they are 


poses, We obtain it from rivers, 
lakes, springs, wells and from snow 
2d rain, Tf rain water is* used 
for drinking or cooking pnrposes, cis- 
terns thut contain it shonld be well 
yentilated and thoronghly cleaned. 
River water, especially after heavy 
rains, contains & considerable amonnt 
of earthy matter, which shonld be al- 
lowed to settle or the water filtered 
before nsing. Spring water in the 
neighborhood of cities, towns and vil- 
lages, particularly in limestone re- 
gions, though attractive to the eye and 
taste, holds in solntion organic im- 
purities that are injurious. to the 
health, and water from snch springs 
shonld be boiled in order to destroy 
disease germs which it may contain. 
Water from wells located near stables, 
vaults, barn yards or cemeteries is 
liable to become contaminated and 
nnfit for honse6hold nse. The bacteria 
that produces typhoid fever frequent- 
ly enters the system by means of wa- 
ter taken from these polluted wells. 
Hard water, unless it contains an ex- 
cexsive amonnt of mineral matter, is 
not particularly nn wholesome, and is 
considered by some writers more 
healthy than pure water, as it con- 
tains materials needed by the system 
in bnilling up certain stractures of the 


y. 

Sleep—Another requisite for sonnd 
health is plenty of sleep. The brain 
needs rest quite as munch as do other 
parts of the body. Benjamin Frank- 
lin is credited with saying, *'Five 


hours of sleep for a man and six 
for a woman and gmeven for 
a fool.” If he did say this, he certain- 


ly showed a lack of his usnal wisdom 
and practical common sense. While it 
may be true that a few men have been 
able to perform their usnal amonnt of 
labor and sleep only five hours, these 
cases are exceptions and contrary to 
the general experience of mankind.

Then goeth they and 
taketh with themselves even other 
spirits, more wicked than themsel ves, 
and they enter in and dwell here, and 
the last state of the Negro is worse 
than the first. It is even $0, also in 
this wicked generation. Fellow Ne- 
groes, I believe that we are on an ac- 
tive volcano today in America. I do 
not believe in emigration to South Af- 
rica. The majority of the race are too 
poor to face the nnavoidable hardships 
whioh await them here. You manuast 
take into consideration that emigrants 
of all other races go into = new coun- 
try following up the conquests 
of their friend and their govern- 
ment, and they emigrate by invita- 
tion of their kin who are in some de- 
gree able to assist them by grants or 
otherwise. Not 80 with the Negro. 
Emigration (to South Africs) is there- 
fore impracticable. The climate is all 
that can be devired; we have lived 
here five years with less sickness than 
during & corresponding period of our 
life 35 yearzan the U. 8.

While adrift in the air they are in- 
animate and dry but the moment they 
adhere to organic substances they 
burst into prodigious activity, at first 
forming mass8es of little colonies, 
which may be seen as & jelly like 
8cnm on the flaid and cause the snb- 
stance to decay. In eating and drink- 
ing, aud even in the inbalation of the 
air into onr Inngs, we take multitades 
of these bacteriae into our system, 
and if the body has lost its vitality, 
and the tissnes has become worn ont 
the action of these microbes is the 
same as that on organic substances 
and their victory is signaled by un- 


wonted and often fatal diseases. As 
our bodies daily come in con- 
tact with these digsease germs, we 


shonld keep the body in a healthy 
physiological condition in order to re- 
tard their action on the tissnes. 

The first and most essential step in 
keeping our bodies healthy, 1s to be 
mindful of the kind and preparation of 
the food that we take into the econ- 
omy. As there is constant waste 1 go- 
ing on in our bodies, in order to pre- 
serve health and strength, it is wee- 
essary for us to congnume &a proper 
quantity of nutritious foed. 

Foods are divided into three clazses: 
Proteids, fats and carbohydrates. Pro- 
teids may be either of animal or veg- 
etable origin, the former being repre- 
sented by lean meat, casein in milk and 
albumen in the white of egg; the latter 
by peas, beans and several kinds of 
g8eeds, The fats may be derived from 
animals, as butter, lard and tallow 
and from vegetables, as sweet oil and 
cotton seed oil, The carbohydrates 
are represented by starch and sugar, 
the former is fonnd abundantly in po- 
tatoes, rice, wheat and corn, the latter 
in 8ugareanes, sorghum, beets and 
s0me fraits. 

A wholesome diet is obtained by 
properly combining the three classes 
of food above mentioned; experiments 
have shown that sixteen ounces of meat, 
nineteen ounces of bread, three and one- 
half of butter furnish the solid food 
required during twenty-four hours,/by 


It wonld be a good rule for students 
to retire at 10 o'clock at night and 
rise at 6 in the morning. The **mid- 
night oil,” which has been &0 fre- 
quently recommended, will sooner or 
later provg to be a very expenrive oil 
to nse. 

Physiologists tell ts that at least 
one-fourth of the blood goes to supply 
the brain; the greater the mental ex- 
ertion the larger the amonnt of blood 
supplied; and daring sleep there is 
less than the normal quantity, It is 
therefore best to cease from all mental 
labor that requires any concentrated 
mental effort, at least one hour afid a 
half before retiring. The older writ- 
ers on physiology frequently spoke of 
disagreeable consequences that resnlt- 
ed from eating a hearty meal before 
going to bed. When & person has had 
a light and early snpper, «a glass of 
milk or a piece of bread will prove 
conducive to sound repose. 

A sleeping apartment shonld be of 
good size, well ventilated, free from 
dampness, moderately warm in cold 
weather, the temperatnae being about 
ten degrees lower than during the day. 
It is more healthy to sleep oa a mat- 
tress than on « feather bed; several 
light quilts or blankets are warmer and 
more comfortable than a heavy ccm- 
fort; the bed clothing should be aired 
every morning. 

One of the . prolific canses of the 
excessive mortality of the eolored peo- 
ple living in the large cities and towns 
of the south, is a lack of a snfficient 
amonnt of sleep. This isfowing to the 
late hours frequently kept by those 
who attend, religions meetings, secret 
and benevolent societies, balls and 
social parties, which are often contin- 
ned until after midnight. This conrse
